LONDON,. Oct. 20: (By Air 
Mil) —Since the outbreak of 
war, radium ‘treatment. in| 
Great Britain has been almost 
entirely suspended. Nearly 
the entire stock of radium 

; which Britain possesses—be- 
tween 70 and 80 grammes—is 
how buried at least 50ft, un- 
derground in case of air raids. 


A conference to decide to what 
extent dnd in what areas radium 
can Still safely be used is to" meet 
shortly.. In the’ meantime, urgent 
cases are being treated, where 
possible, by X-ray therapy. 

The present caution Is netessary 
in view of the danger which might 
result from the dispersal of a 
quantity of radlum-by an explo- 
sion, Radium, even in the minu- 
test quantity, is the most lethal 
substance known, .
